Day by day our country looks 


and acts more and more like the 
Old Country whose mounting re- 
' strictions and oppressions 
made 


life so discouraging that our an- 
cestors took ship and sailed West. 


They found a new country all 


right, but the rebels brought the 
Old Country's thinking along with 
them whether they knew it or not. 
Now we have springing up all over 
America licensing laws not only to 
regulate trades and professions but 
aciually restricting the number of 
persons svho may enter them. 


Nor is this foul play' a device of 


the federal government. It goes on 
in tho legislatures of all the 40 
stales. We've touched on the sub- 
ject in our own editorials, but 
here is one that introduces new 
evidence:

Laws That Create Closed Shops 
(Louisville Times) 
The theory behind state laws re- 


quiring a license Id engage in ccr- 


' \tain professions or1 occupations is 


sound enough. It is thatt the public 
is entitled to protection from in- 
competents and malp^ctitioners. 
Too often, however, llir.-! laudable 
aim becomes secondary to a sel- 
fish desire on the part Of those 
established in a given occupation 
to ward off competition. Then the 
licensing power becomes simply an 
instrument of government misused 
to establish and maintain a closed 
j shop. 
*' 
This danger has come to the at- 


tention of an Indiana governmental 


\study group popularly known as 


"the 
little Hoover commission." 


It has found among the 20 licensing 
boards operating In that state a 
tendency to restrict the admittance 
of newcomers to an occupation. In 
a report to be submitted to the 
1953 
legislature, it recommends 


that these boards be shorn of much 
of their power and placed under' 


V the 'supervision of departments of 


government less susceptible to the 
suspicion of self-interest. For ex- 
ample, it would place the licensing 
of barbers and beauticians under 
the Health 
Department. 
That 


makes sense — -'if barbers and1 
beauticians need to be licensed 
at all. "There is a danger and 
a temptation," says the cornmlsr 
sion's report, "to use examination 
inspection and revocation .for; sel- 


tf fish gain rather than public bene- 


fit. There" is"a 'growing trend in the 
United States toward 'fence me, In' 
law to restrict entrance of new- 
comers to an occupation."' 


Indiana isn't'the worst example 


of the trend by any1 means, ac- 
cording to a member of the Wis- 
consin legislature. Ruth B. Doyle. 
In an article published by Harp- 
er's last summer, Mrs.' Doyle re- 
ported there are no fewer than 350 


. businesses and professions in Wis- 


?*?•• consin' that require state licenses.

As a nearly perfect exam- 


ple of a business that wants 
to limit its 
practitioners, I 


give you the certified public 
accountants. By 
1926 ' every 


state required that public ac- 
countants be licensed, and since 
then the laws have become 
increasingly stringent. In every 
case it was the 
accountants 


themselves who originated and 
framed the restrictions and lob- 
bied them into law. The laws 
have given an air of infalli- 
bility to the certified, account- 
ants and have guaranteed life- 
time incomes to the select few 
who arc permitted to enter the 


* profession each year. In. prac- 


tice, however, certification has 
been no guarantee of perform- 
ance or, indeed, of, public pro- 
tection. 
Kentucky seems to have fewer 


"fence me in" laws than cither 
Wisconsin or Indiana. Even so, 
there are no fewer than 15 occu- 
pational boards in this state, rang- 
ing all the way from, doctors and 
embalmers to plumbers and beau- 
ticians. Some have the power to 
require applicants to pass an ex- 
amination, some do not. Perhaps 
most of them put the pubic in- 
terest foremost. Nevertheless, all 
will bear watching lest the powei 
to license become 
merely the 


means to a closed shop. 


Even in such fields as medicine 


and law, where licensing is an ob- 
vious necessity, abuses are not un

Ike's Farm

Tex., told an Army court marlia 
trying the 40-year-old daughter o 
Gen. Walter Krueger for tho mui 
der of her husband, that she "go 
into bed and pulled the covers ove 
herself."' 


He said Smith lay on anothe 


twin bed in the bedroom holding 
damp towell to a knife wound in h 
side. 


Hardin said Mrs. Smith cried ou 


"something to the effect that "It 
too bad I didn't get him in th 
heart.' " 


Hardin and two other Army o 


ficcrs said there was a stron 
smell of drugs in the room wher 
Mrs. Smith is accused of fatall 
stabbing her husband Oct. 3 with 
foot long Okinawa knife. 


One of the officers, military Po 


lice Maj. Walter Burns, Winche 
tcr, Mass., said he smelled an un 
pleasant odor in the 
room ' an 


later learned it was paraldehydc 
a sedative. 


The three officers did not stal 


whether Mrs. Smith was under th 
influence of drugs, but a previou 
witness yesterday told the cour 
board that she had been drinking 
possibly for several hours, befor 
her husband was stabbed.

I do not like .what is in the record 


of his private life. I should not like 
any member of my family to imi- 
tate him. Therefore, I have in- 
structed my children that I dis- 
approve of him personally and that 
f they contribute to his wealth, it 
Is against my principles. 


Lest some smart-alcck British re- 


jorter say that lo refuse to see 
Chaplin is to be anti-British, may I 
joint to the fine Britishers on tho 
American stage, such men as Bob 
Hope, Charles Laughton and Sir 
Cedric Hardwickc, who arc the salt 
of the earth and have won the love 
and respect of Americans of all 
kins. Bob Hope's contributions to 
U. S. . will never be forgotten. 


It does not matter if a Britisher 


wants .to be loyal to his king or 
queen or whether he decides that, 
living in thlRJ.cquntry, he wishes to 
enter more tiflly into its life by be- 
com ng a: citizen. Only an individ- 
ual'can--dc'cide that for himself. 
But this Chaplin has expressed con- 
tempt for the United States. He has 
built 
no record 
of support 
for 


American institutions but he has 
joined in support of pro-Russian 
activities. 


For instance, it is difficult lo find 


Chaplin's name in nssociaton wth 
any American patriotic organiza- 
tions because he says that he is an 
internationalist, but he presided as 
honorary chairman of the "Artists' 
Front to Win the War." Chaplin 
came to New York from Hollywood 
purposely to attend this meeting at 
Carnegie "Hall1, on October 16, 1942 
—he who usually stayed away from 
meetings. He addressed the gathe\-- 
ing as "comrades!" He called for 
an immediate, second front, which 
was Stalin's propaganda and for 
which we were not ready. 
The 


history of tho secohd^i'ront propa- 
ganda is well known, I am sure, as 
one of the most shameless efforts 
of an ally to place its supportin 
country in an untenable position. 


Chaplin praised Roosevelt not as 


n leader of the American people, 
but as "the man who released 
Browder." Communist leader, from 
prison. He praised Harry Bridges. 
He praised Communists as "ordi 
nary people like ourselves, who 
love beauty, who love life." 
He 


added, 
"They 
say 
Communism 


may spread out all over the world. 
And 1 say—so what?"
